(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(d) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(e) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(f) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(g) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet ). 

(h) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet and not more 

than 150 words) . 

Content of Specification

features of claim 1 (see numbered paragraph [0008]). Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to because they include reference characters. It is preferred that 
the reference characters are omitted from the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harris et al 
(US_4,65 1,879) in view of Krieg et al (US_4,902,137). 

7. Claim 1 is rejected because: 

A. Harris et al (Harris hereinafter) teach of a device comprising a first carousel 14 in which 
the containers (see Figure 1) that are to be tested can be rotated about their longitudinal 
axis so that the contents in the containers rotate, and a second carousel 16 which follows 
the first carousel 14 in the direction of conveyance for conveying containers with a 
bottom clearance, and the first and second carousels 14, 16 are arranged side by side with 
their partial circles tangent so that the containers can be transferred directly from the first 
carousel 14 to the second carousel 16 for inspecting filled and sealed containers (see 
col.2, lines 15-58), said device for inspecting filled and sealed containers. 
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B. However Harris does not teach of at least one inspection device that operates by the dark 
field method for detecting light scattering foreign bodies in the container contents. 

C. Krieg et al (Krieg hereinafter) teach of at least one inspection device that operates by the 
dark field method for detecting light scattering foreign bodies in the container contents 
(see abstract and Figure 1). 

D. In view of Krieg's teaching, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to incorporate Krieg's dark field inspection method 
into Harris' device due to the fact that such a combination would inspect containers while 
on a conveyor mechanism without stopping the conveying for inspection purposes and 
dark field inspection being a better method for inspecting contaminants in a container. 

8. Claims 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harris et al 
(US_4,65 1,879) in view of Krieg et al (US_4,902,137) and further in view of what is well- 
known in the art. 

9. Claims 2-8 are rejected because the Examiner takes official notice that their limitations 
are well-known in the art and therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate what is well-known into Harris' and 
Krieg's teachings due to the fact that such a combination would inspect containers while on a 
conveyor mechanism without stopping the conveying for inspection purposes and dark field 
inspection being a better method for inspecting contaminants in a container.

71, 60 USPQ 239 (CCPA 1943). A seasonable challenge constitutes a demand for evidence made 
as soon as practicable during prosecution. Thus, applicant is charged with rebutting the well- 
known statement in the next reply after the Office action in which the well known statement was 
made.
